The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are allowable over Moren (5,587,502) because Moren doesn't disclose mixtures of di- 
and tri-alkoxy hydroxyalkylcarbamoylalkylene-alkoxysilanes. The applicant shows 
unexpectedly improved washability properties in example 2 versus comparison 
examples 3 and 4 by using a mixture of the di- and trialkoxy silanes versus using only 
one of di- or tri-alkoxy silane.
